ton, Alberta, 1,450 miles.

Mae into the air on the first trip 
down the field. 


After taxiing back to start, the 


Oklahoman "gunned1* the motor 
and the ship rolled slowly down the 
field, rising Just in time to clear a 
woodpile by a few feet. 


Post circled the field to gain alti- 


tude. As the fliers soared over the 
hangar, where eight mechanics had 
•worked all night to condition the 
ship, they waved and then turned 
due south.

"From Day to Day" Is Its title 


and it weaves together a novelist's 
diary and his daily stint of fiction. 
The author of it is Ferdynand 
Goetel, said to be famous in bis 
homeland. 


The central character of Goetel's 


novel is an author of reputation liv- 
ng in Poland, Stanislaw by name. 
He is writing an autobiographical 
novel of his love for a girl, Marusia, 
whom he met on the Turkestan 
steppes when he was a prisoner of 
war. 


At the same time Stanislaw Is 


keeping a diary of his present ex- 
periences, in which he records the 
growing isolation from his wife and 
their 
relationships 
with various 
other characters. 


It is a unique and difficult tech- 


nique, John Galsworthy observes in 
a foreword. But after a rather mys- 
ifying start Goetel carries it off 
and here is real emotional writing 
as the apparently artificial story de- 
velops into an actual influence on 
;he author Stanislaw. 


Novel Within NoveL 


Stanislaw, with another prisoner, 


Felix, was farmed out by their Rus- 
sian captors who work in the fields 
of Marusia in Turkestan. Marusia 


living on one of her father's 


farms, away from a difficult step- 
mother. 


The novelist and the girl come to 


love each other, only to be sepa- 
rated by an old, influential officer 
who wants Marusia to marry him. 


In the revolution Stanislaw es- 


capes to Poland to divorce his wife 
to marry Marusia. 


Back home he finds himself, how- 
ever, inclined to carry on as be- 
fore, held strongly by his daughter's 
love. -But he has to write the novel 
of his bucolic interlude to get it 
out of his thoughts, and there is a 
gradual estrangement from his wife, 
with his shadow, Felix, involved. 
After a tragic, involuntary affair 


with the adoring poetess wife of a 
friend, Stanislaw is in an intoler- 
able position. He sends for Marusia, 
but she dies on the train to Poland 
and only their son arrives. His wife 
forgiving, the situation is worked 
out, as in a novel/ 


War And After. 


Another novel grown out of the 
war is ''The Pure in Heart," by 
Franz "Werfel. 
It is a lengthy, 


philosophically involved work on 


the problem of the spiritual man 
in a non-spiritual universe." 
Its central figure, a Dr. Ferdinand 
B., is in the dual role of partici- 
pant and spectator during the war 
upheaval of Europe. Orphaned son 
of a soldier, he is cared for by a 
faithful nurse, Barbara, -who be- 
comes as a mother to him. 


He see the terrorism of the 


trenches and the decay of post-war 
Europe. He refused to execute de- 
serters in the army, so at the end. 
a ship's doctor, he throws away the 
money Barbara has hoarded for him 
in an'emotional gesture of contempt 
at the new order of "guzzlers, 
sharpers and lynx-eyed fools."

Valuation of Lancaster county 


real and personal property, ex- 
clusive of the 
city of Lincoln, 


dropped $1,774,570 this year for 
taxation purposes as compared to 
1930 assessments, a recapitulation 
released Tuesday from the county 
assessors' office shows. The 1931 
asessment figures for Lnicoln will 
not be available for several weeks. 
Property in the county outside 


the city was assessed last year at 
560,918,370 as compared to $59,14.3,- 
570 for this year. 
By far 
the 


greater part of the decrease is 
accounted for by cuts in personal 
property. 
In the open country 


there Is a slightly increased valu- 
ation for 1931 on real estate but 
the village lands show a decrease. 
Lands, lots and improvements in 


the country which were assessed 
in 1930 at $50,167,060 stand as- 
sessed for this year at $50,227,410. 
Village lands, lots and improve- 
ments were valued this year at 
$1,783,345. In 1930 this type of 
property was assessed at $1,814,420. 


Personal tangible property in the 


rural areas dropped from a valu- 
ation of $5,915,525 last year to $4,- 
565,265 this year. In the villages, 
the 
tangible 
property 
valuation 


dropped from $800,545 to $617,490. 
Intangibles Lower. 


The decrease in intangible "A" 


property in the country went from 
$1,145,120 to $805,600 and in the 
villages from $265,065 to $218,545. 
Intangible "B" property, contrary 
to the general trend, climbed from 
$491,860 last year to $531,520 this 
year in the open county. In the 
villages however, it took a drop 
from $418,765 to $394,625. 
Total valuation of all classes of 


property in the rural portions of 
the county amounted in 1930 to 
$57 719,565. In 1931 the valuation 
stands at $56,129,795. Village prop- 
erty of all classes was valued last 
year at $3,199,805. This year the

$3,014,005. 
Valuation of real estate alone in 


the country was held in 1930 to 
be $42,861,475, this year $42,879,- 
625. A year ago improvements on

$292,275 and this year 
$274,580.

Fifteenth Report 


To President 


WASHINGTON, June 
30— (/P)— 


One of President Hoover's commis- 
sions, once the highest focal point 
of interest in the nation, today dis- 
solved quietly into its 11 component 
parts. 


The president's national commis- 


sion on law observance and enforce- 
ment, more often called the Wlck- 
ersham commission, does not reach 
the end of its allotted span until 
midnight tonight whes the re- 
mainder of its $500,000 appropria- 
tion reverts to the government. But 
the commission's once immaculate 
offices and equipment today were 
in the hands of the movers. All its 
members save two had departed. 
And prospects were that after to- 
night Chairman Wickersham alone 
would remain in the capital. 
Depart Without Ceremony. 


Commission observers had 
ex- 


pected a final meeting and some 
brief ceremony as the time came 
for its dissolution. But as 
each 


member completed his part in the 
25-months long investigation 
or 


crime he, or she, departed quietly 
and with none of the excitement 
that marked their first coming to 
the capital. 
Here is the commission's record: 


Ten reports have been delivered to 
the government printer or deposited 
at the white house; 
four others, 
one of them the still-controverted 
study of prohibition, have been 
made public. Of the half million 
dollars appropriated for this work 
approximately $20,000 can be 
re- 


turned to the treasury. 


Even with the completion of this 


work, the stripping of the commis- 
sion's offices and the departure of 
the members, however, its task is 
not yet formally done. 


Created By President 


At commission headquarters the 


view was expressed that only when 
a final 'history of the commission's 
activities and expenditures is writ- 
tes and accepted with a "well done" 
by President Hoover, will the com- 
mission actually cease to exist. It 
was not created by law but by ex- 
ecutive command. 


In order to attain this end a 


temporary commission headquarters 
has been established near the white 
house, equipped to accommodate 
only Chairman Wickersham and a 
small staff. 
There the 
fiftenth 
report will be written. 


Both chairman and commission 


members 
have remained silent, 


however, as to how this task is to 
be financed. It was said authori- 
tatively that funds for its main- 
tenance could not be taken 
from 


the 
expiring- appropriation. 
But 


whether they will come from 
the 


pocket of some member, from out- 
side sources or from the president 
himself has not been disclosed.

Quarantine Between the 


States To Be Effect- 


ive August 1.

WASHINGTON, June 30 — Ne- 


braska will receive valuable aid in 
its fight against barberry as a car- 
rier of black stem rust with its 
blighting effect on grain, when the 
new quarantine regulations go into 
effect August 1 prohibiting the 
shipment of rust susceptible plants 
among the 13 north central states 
now engaged in barberry eradica- 
tion. 


Under 
the 
present regulation, 


Nebraska and 12 neighbor states are 
protected by a quarantine forbid- 
ding the shipment of rust suscept- 
ible plants from the other 35 states 
and the District of Columbia into 
their borders. 
But 
following 18 


years of unsuccessful effort to stamp 
out the grain destroying rust, the 
protected states asked the govern- 
ment to extend ihe barberry quar- 
antine to shipments among them- 
selves. 


This petition is granted under the 


provision of the revised quarantine 
announced by the secretary of ag- 
riculture to take effect beginning 
August 1. 


The other states engaged in tha 


fight against black stem rust are 
Colorado, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Minnesota, 
Michigan, 
Montana, 


Wisconsin, 
North 
Dakota, Ohio, 


South Dakota, and Wyoming. 


Barberry plants, with the excep- 


tion of certain immune varieties, 
such as the Japanese barberry, be- 
come infected with black stem rust 
of wheat, oats, barley and rye and 
:n turn spread the infection over 
.ong distances to grain fields. Rust 
infection spreads rapidly in grain, 
which it shrivels until it sometimes 
is scarcely worth harvesting. 


Great losses have" resulted from 


•ust infection, with 1916 probably 
;he peak year when an estimated 
oss of wheat totaled 184,208,000 
bushels.

THE COMMUNITY 


MISSIONARY. 


The newspaper people have an economist and sta- 


tistician to thank for giving the American people a 
more Intimate and accurate closeup o* journalism 
than generally prevails. What Roger Babson, sage 
of the business and industrial world, had to say about 
newspapers deserves special consideration because of 
his long standing as an acknowledged authority on 
business problems. He has acquired through the 
years a reputation for uncanny knowledge of the 
factors promoting prosperity and development and 
the causes of depression. He was first on record in 
predicting the crisis through which the nation has 
been passing and one of the first 
to proclaim its 


termination. 


His views of the newspaper and its place in the 


community are especially timely when most of us 
are beginning to give thought to the fall's program. 
This is what he wrote: 


"I know of no business which does so much 


good and is still so little appreciated as the news- 
paper business. We are all inclined to take our 
newspapers for granted—pay our two or three 
cents get a dollar's worth of information, and 
forget entirely the personal, social, and economic 
service rendered us...Not only the large city 
dailies, but the small country papers as well are 
performing an economic function absolutely in- 
dispensable to the growth of the country. 


"Authorities agree the greatest problem fac- 


ing business today is that of distribution. The 
newspaper is better equipped than any 
other 


agent to aid in solving this problem, because the 
newspaper is closest to the consumer. The most 
interesting thing to people is news. The most in- 
teresting thing to the newsoaper is people. The . 
thoughts, motives, actions, living habits of human 
beings are the constant study of newspaper men. 
Who is better equipped than the newspaper to 
advise business of what the 
consumers really 
want?" 
It Js people in which the newspaper is primarily 


interested. What they do, what they say, what they 
think—their work and their recreation, their joys 
and their sorrow, their hopes and their ambitions— 
that Is what furnishes the content for the newspaper. 
Because it is concerned with life, human life, if you 
please, there is a vitality and resulting interest to it 
which cannot be found in any other printed page. It 
is the daily weather vane by which millions shape 
their lives and formulate their activities. 


• * * 


In this particular human nature has not changed 


a great deal in the last thousand years. After the 
invention of the printing nress in the Fourteenth 
century, a gift which had more to do with the spread- 
ing of doctrines of liberty than any other single 
agency, monarchy quickly discovered the passionate 
hunger which man had for the printed page. In 
England in $ie early years of the Seventeenth cen- 
tury the King's Censor reported to his master the 
"masses would make any sacrifice in order to obtain 
little printed pamphlets which were circulated in de- 
fiance of law." They were the newspapers of that 
day. They would spend their last cent, the censor 
said, and go hungry in order to obtain them. Against 
this rising tide the crown invoked the extreme pen- 
alty in the hope of wiping out unlicensed distribution 
of reading material. People were put to death but 
it did not terminate the newspaper. 


It is Impossible to definitely say what part a news- 


paper plays in moulding thought today. That it 
plays a large role in shaping our habits, stimulating 
our Imagination and developing our tastes goes un- 
questioned. Most of it Is entirely unconscious and 
many would resent the suggestion their ideas come 
mainlr from what they read. And yet the hundreds 
of rtorics appearing in the news columns each leave 
their own impression, and are registered on the brain 
ID later reappear as a part of the individual thought 
of the reader. 


Because life is so intensely absorbing, so filled with 


comedy and drama, so colorful and picturesque, it 
gives (he newspaper an intimacy and appeal which 
cannot be acquired elsewhere. The term "reader 
interest" !s applied to it. Yet there is something 
more. There is the painstaking, faithful, accurate 
dally history of communities, states, the nation and 
the world. Literally humankind parades across the 
stage in all its beauty, and its ugliness, its strength 
and Its weakness. It is so near we have only to close 
OVT eyes and reach out to touch It. It is" -vibrant. 
slire and real.

PKE-SESSION EFFORTS. 


Preparation and analysis of bills by state legislators 


before the actual opening of the legislative session 
was recently recommended by Prof. Arnold J. Lien of 
Washington university, as n means of improving the 
law-making process. 


The suggestion is not only a good one in theory 


but entirely practical. 


As in any other field of life, bills will be introduced 


for the most part at the last moment. Experience 
of the Nebraska legislature is a case in point. It al- 
lows twenty days for introduction of bills. 
Three- 


fourths of the bills will be offered in the last three 
days of the period. 


Bills could just as well be offered twenty days be- 


fore the beginning of the session. This would give 
sufficient time after election for legislators to decide 
what measures they wish to submit. Practically all 
of the actual bill drawing is done now, not by legis- 
lators, but by the legislative reference bureau, for the 
legislators. 


It would be no greater burden for the bureau to 


draw bills from election time up to within twenty 
daj's of the beginning of the session than to draw 
them as now, largely in the first twenty days of the 
session. 


Two chief advantages would accrue. When the leg- 


islature arrived here, it could immediately begin its 
tasks, instead of marking time until all bills are in, 
as is the case at present. The earlier preparation of 
bills would give more abundant time for general ex- 
amination of them, to permit a filtering cross-sec- 
tion of opinion to be brought to bear upon them. 


In Nebraska, it would take a constitutional amend- 


ment to effect the change. It is one which would, 
however, improve the machinery 
of governmental 


processes. 


KILLING BY OFFICERS. 


That the newspapers of Mexico should criticize the 


verdict of acquittal for the Oklahoma deputy sheriff 
who shot and killed two Mexican youths on the high- 
way in that state was to have been expected. As a 
matter of fact there are people in this country who 
will agree with the Mexican publications, taking into 
account the great number of innocent persons who 
have been slain by officers within the past few years. 


What the Mexican editors take particular umbrage 


at is the reflection on the slain boys that the verdict 
carries. They reason that if the man who did the 
shooting was innocent, the jurors must have consid- 
ered that he w-^ juat'f'ea in his act,' which would 
imply that the victims were engaged in doing some- 
thing unlawful. This implication they resent. 


That there have been far too many unjustifiable 


killings by officers, few will attempt to deny. We have 
had them right here in Nebraska, and in at least 
three cases the slayers have been convicted and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary. 
Such punishment, how- 


ever, does not restore the lives of the victims, though? 
it may to a certain extent satisfy bereaved relatives 
and society at large. 


What is needed is greater care In the selection of 


men chosen to enforce the laws and apprehend those 
:uilty of violating them. And the man whe is anx- 
ious to acquire a reputation for being quick^on the 
draw is not the man for a position of this kirS. An 
officer, of course, is not supposed to allow himself to 
ae shot down without attempting to beat the other 
fellow to it. On the other hand, he is not justified 
in killing another on suspicion. 


In this day of outlawry and rampant crime the 


public will give its fullest support to officers who are 
attempting to round up and bring to just punishment 
the malefactors who are terrorizing the country. At 
the same time it will be insisted upon that the man 
with authority and a deadly weapon shall know, be- 
fore he takes the life of another, that his own is in 
jeopardy and to shoot is his only Way ' ) safety. 


PROGRESS IN RURAL EDUCATION. 


As a part of the setting for country life a genera- 


tion ago and in the material it affords for sentiment- 
al remininiscing the old fashioned one room coun- 
try schoolhouse in which manv of today's men and 
women obtained" their rudimentary education makes 
an attractive picture. But measured by modern con- 
ditions it is distinctly out of date. 


There be those who still cling to the "little red 


schoolhouse" because of its traditions and the asso- 
ciations it holds for*them; who stoutly oppose any 
suggestion for doing away with it; and who insist 
that boys and girls can learn just as much under the 
;utelage of a single teacher in the country as in the 
grades of a city school. 


The fact is that' no teacher who is called upon to 


instruct pupils of ail ages from the kindergarten to 
:he threshold of high school can possibly achieve the 
same results as she could by concentrating on a like 
number of children in the same grade. Some rural 
;eachers, it is true, do accomplish a great deal; but 
;hey do it under a handicap of being compelled to 
divide their time and energy over too wide a field. 


Recitation periods are necessarily much shorter in 


a one-room school than 
where the 
children are 


grouped according to their age and mental develop* 
mcnt. Moreover, the teacher must prepare daily ma- 
:erial on a multiplicity of subject instead of planning 
ror the 
instructional 
requirements of one or two 


grades. 
Usually, also, she acts as janitor of 
the 


schoolhouse. 


More people in the rural sections are becoming 


convinced each year that such a school is neither 
economical or efficient: and are taking steps to im- 
prove their educational facilities through consolida- 
tion. Where that step has been taken and a regular 
irade system established, nobody would care to go 
back to the old system. 


Modern highway development is contributing a 


great deal in that direction. Good roads make the 
problem of. transporting children to and from school 
a comparatively simple one. 


There are some decided advantages of a psychologi- 


cal nature in the establishment of rural schools hav- 
ing two or more teachers. The pupils no longer feel 
that they are 
outclassed by 
their 
town cousins. 


Teachers are provided with companionship of their 
own age and cultural status. The school becomes 
more than ever before a center of community inter- 
est, and parents feel that they are doing their duty 
by their children in supporting it. 


About 160.000 one room schools are still in existence 


in the United States, but the number is growing less 
each year. Isolated localities, of course, must 
con- 


tinue to depend upon them. Where conditions of set- 
tlement and communication justify it. the one room 
school must eventually give way to consolidation.

QUESTION. 


Brooklyn, N. Y. 


How many negroes are there in 


the United States and what educa- 
tional advantages have they? As an 
Englishman recently settled in your 
country, I wish to advise corres- 
pondents in Europe as to just what 
is being done here for the negro. 


ANSWER. 


Every tenth person in this repub- 


lic belongs to the negro race, which 
fixes their number at about twelve 
million souls. Approximately one- 
fifth live in the north and west and 
more than one-third in towns and 
cities of 2,500 inhabitants and up- 
ward. You will see that our negro 
citizens are more widely distributed 
here than is commonly supposed. 
The majority, of course, live in our 
southern states. 
In 1926, negroes owned about sev- 


enty thousand business enterprises 
of the smaller retail type, and seven, 
hundred thousand homes of nearly 
every kind, ranging- from fine resi- 
dences in a few instances to a large 
preponderance of humble cabins. 
Their women and children contri- 
bute more than their quota as em- 
ployees to the industrial and com- 
mercial enterprise 
of our nation. 


Over two million of the latter are in 
schools provided by the states and 
philanthropic gifts. 
Julius Rosen- 


wald of Chicago has built about five 
thousand rural schools for them, 
and his name is hailed with rever- 
ent gratitude in every negro house- 
hold. There are twenty thousand 
negro students in normal schools 
and colleges and forty-eight thou- 
sand teachers, professors and ad- 
ministrators. 
But even these impressive statis- 


tics do not tell the whole story. On 
the contrary, there is much to be 
done by the negro for himself and 
ay friends of other races in his be- 
tialf. We owe him a large debt, 
•which we are bound to repay in 
every available way. 
The best 


women of the south have organized 
to defend him against lynching. The 
best men of south and north are re- 
solved that character and not color 
shall be the test of every man's fit- 
ness to perform the tasks within his 
scope. This is hopeful, to say the 
least, and sets the pace for South 
Africa, where the color question is 
exceedingly acute. 


QUESTION. 


Pittsburgh, Pa. 


Why docs the Federal Council of 


Churches not move- faster toward 
Protestant unity? 


ANSWER 


Because it has to consider the 
jace of some slow moving ecclesiast- 
ical bodies. 
The council has no 
rightful authority to hasten that 
Dace except by moral suasion. 
Should it proclam any kind of unity 
without the consent of its constitu- 
ent churches, 
the 
proclamation 


would be as vain and empty as the 
3Ull against the comet. They con- 
trol its policies and its methods. It 
xists solely at their pleasure and 
for their service. 


Yet the Federal Council is a living 


witness to a Christian oneness which 
must ultimately obtain. Apart from 
its numerous practical activities, 
which are exceedingly helpful, it is 
more valued for what it may become 


than for what it is now. As the vis- 
ible promise and pledge that all 
Christ's followers shall yet be one 
undivided family, with one name 
and one objective, it stands out in 
grateful prominence. The unity it 
symbolizes is the taproot for fur- 
ther growth into an inseparable 
brotherhood. 
By their fellowship in common 
tasks the representatives of the 
various denominations 
supporting 


the Federal Council bring thirty 
million believers in Christ more 
closely together. 
They also create 
those personal 
contacts 
which, 


travelling far beyond geographical 
boundaries, have forged interna- 
tional connecting links with some 
three hundred millions of the Lord's 
disciples throughout Christendom. 
The real cleavage between lovers 


of Christian unity originates and 
persists in two diverse conceptins of 
the church and her functions, and 
the nature of her ministerial offices- 
One large group aims at practical 
efficiency rather than theoretical 
unity, ' while another favors the 
mystical beauty of the one Body of 
Christ as the goal of a single and 
comprehensive church. 
Even so, 


the council continues to grow be- 
cause it is the offspring of a re- 
sistless tendency.

QUESTION. 
Oklahoma City, Okla. 


Has there ever been or can there 


be such a thing as Christian Com- 
munism? 


ANSWER. 


It was adopted by Christians of 
the early Apostolic church who 
pooled their possessions in a com- 
mon fund. But it failed and those 
believers returned to the economic 
systems then prevalent, which they 
infused, however, with boundless 
benevolence so far as their own fel- 
lowship was concerned. It may be 
said that the numerous treaties on 
the idealized commonwealth exem- 
plified in Plato's dream were also 
inspired in a marked degree by St. 
Augustine's noble work 
entitled 


"The City of God." Certain prin- 
ciples of socialism as the economic 
creed of brotherhood have since 
emerged in Christian literature from 
time to time. 


Today the commandment, ''love 
thy neighbor as thyself," is quoted 
in behalf of the socialist propaganda 
by many active Christians in Europe 
who assert that it is incapable of 
fulfillment under the present eco- 
nomic order. They argue that how- 
ever much we try. we shall not be 
able to love our neighbors as our- 
selves so long- as that neighbor en- 
joys enormous social privileges, or. 
on the other hand, is deprived of 
the means to live save in the most 
scanty fashion. 


There is an obvious correspond- 


ence between some New Testament 
teaching arid the socialist criticism 
of modern society. But that teach- 
ing parts company with Marxism as 
the basis of socialism on certain 
fundamental issues. Therefore those 
who are proud to call themselves 
Christian socialists should not be 
confused with radical Communists 
who are committed to a purely ma- 
terialistic creed of economics.

noon and still rising. Omaha was 
only one degree lower. 


In St. Louis, the deaths were list- 


ed at forty-eight since the welter 
began there twelve days ago.

Post took a bath and was served 
oyster stew before crawling; into 
bed. He seemed the wearier "of the 
two. about "all in" and apparently 
deafened by the constant roaring 
of the motor. Gatty was able to 
hear a little and did not act as 
tired. 


"I feel fine." he said. 
The four hours cf sleep was the 


first they had since "paving Kha- 
barovsk, some 3.000 miles away on 
the other side of the Pacific ocean. 


The flight from Nome was be- 


lieved to have been nearer 600 miles 
than the approximate 500 miles by 
direct line, they said. They made 
the hop in a few minutes under 
three hours. 


The 1,450 mile jump to Edmonton 


should be made in 
around 10 


hours, they estimated, and one 
more stop, possibly at Detroit, was 
in their minds when they retired. 


The Winnie Mae was under the 


care of eight mechanics, within a 
few minutes after it landed here. 


The

drained the oil from the motor, 
refilled it. then went over the en- 
tire plane, looking for worn or 
strained parts. 
The 
motor was 
greased and tightened and a new 
propeller was fitted in place of the 
one bent at Solomon. 
Post's chief interest seemed to be 
in getting a bath and a bed. Gat- 
ty. after his arm. hurt by the fly- 
ing 
propeller at 
Solomon, was 
dressed, appeared more rested. His 
arm was bruised, the doctor said, 
and probably will .be stiff for sev- 
eral weeks. 


Mechanics said the plane was in 


fair condition, but doubted if it 
would have bsen able to continue 
to New York without work and the 
new propeller.

NOME, Alaska. June 30—CAP) — 


Wiley Post and Harold Gatty pre- 
ferred death in the Bering sea to 
cracking up tTicir ship later on 
their dash to New York, they said 
yesterday when they arrived 
at 
Solomon, near here, from Khabar- 
ovsk, Siberia. 


"We 
experienced every kind of 
weather 
imaginable 
coming 
to 


Solomon from Khabarovsk," Post 
said as he climbed from the plane. 


"I flew for three hours and a 
half Sunday night with the weather 
so thick that I didn't see more than 
the glass on the cockpit windows 
at any time," Post declared between 
mouthfuls of fried chicken as he 
watched mechanics refueling 
the 


ship. 
"I thought then, well, I would 
a damn sight rather croak flying 
across the Bering sea than crack 
the ship down south fter we're al- 
most home. 
We managed finally 


to see enough light to guide 
the 


ship safely here, but all the way 
across the Bering sea we saw miles 
of ice floes moving steadily north- 
ward into the straits. The cold and 
haze prevented us from going to a 
high altitude. We tried it once and. 
almost froze to death. 


Fly Above Clouds. 


For the last two hundred miles 
into Solomon' we flew above clouds 
and did not drop beneath them 
until within about ten miles 
of 


Solomon." 


Post paid high tribute to Gatty 
as a navigator and gave his slight 
companion much credit for the 
success of the flight so far. Gatty in 
turn said Post was the master of 
the flight and "some flier." 
"I thought we were gone once," 
Gatty said, "but I know now when 
Wiley is at the stick we're going 
to pull through." 


Although the fliers were under a 


nervous strain when they landed 
at Solomon, both were in excellent 


spirits 
and seemed 
certain they 


would 
have 
very little difficulty 


for the remainder of the trip. 


Glad to Be On U. S. Soil. 


"We are glad to put our iee(; on 
good old American ground again." 
said Post. "Sixteen hours in that 
bloody plane over water and no 
man's land Is enough for us, but 
it's colder than a son-of-a-gun up 
here." 
The fliers said the Russians were 


wonderful 
to 
them 
and "did 


everything possible under the sun 
for 
us. They tried to speed us 


along as fast as we could go, hop- 
ing we would break all records all 
to smithereens." 
Except 
for 
having to 
fight 


weather most of the way across 
Siberia, the airmen said they had 
little trouble, although their plane 
"bogged to her belly" when 
they 
set her down on. a muddy field at 
Blagoveshchcuck. 


"We finally managed to pull her 


out with the assistance of a whole 
regiment of soldiers." 


Post and Gatty told their story 
as they sat near their plane on the 
field at Solomon, eating food which 
had been prepared for them 
in 


Nome, 
refuel 


They watched 


and check over 


mechanics 
the entire 


ship before they climbed in for the 
start to Fairbanks. 


As the airmen prepared to start 


for Fairbanks 
the plane wheels 


mired in the sand and nosed over. 
The propeller 
was bent at both 


ends but after five minutes 
work 
with a hammer and piece of iron 
Post pronounced it "okeh" and 
climbed aboard. 
Gatty was badly shaken up when 


struck by the propeller, but 
not 


seriously 
injured. The navigator 


was leaning over the 
propeller 
priming the engine when the heat 
of the engine fired a few cylinders, 
bringing the propeller around and 
striking him over the heart.

Crowds of men, women and chil-

Greek's Toughest Test. 


Londos subdued the outstanding 


contender in the Curley wrestling 
herd in one r 3ur, nine minutes and 
34 seconds. It was the Greek's 
hardest match sine; he won title 
recognition in New York and Penn- 
sylvania some 13 months ago. 


The end came without warning 


and only when the champion re- 
ported to a hold which he had been 
.secretly practicing for six months 
for just such an emergency when 
nothing else would sutlicc. It was a 
variation 
of the 
strangle hold, 


which is barred. 


LonJos had just hurled Steele 


against the ropes. When the Jali- 
fornian lunged back, Jeems ducked 
and Steele hit the canvas. Quick s 
a cat, Londos pounced upon him. 
pinned him to the mat and pressed 
his bulging left forearm against the 
Califorman's jugular vein. 


Blood Ceases Circulate. 


Twice Steele arose, and twice 


Londos pressed him ' -.ck. As the 
bony growth on the Greek's forearm 
closed against Steele s jugular vein, 
shutting off the circulation of the 
blood, Steele became weaker. His j 
frantic kicking ceased and he lay 
limp under the glare of the Kleig 
lights blazing down from the starlit 
blue canopy above. 


A sea of straw hats and white 


shirts, an almost solid mass from 
the right field bleachers around to 
the left field grandstand as far as 
third base, surged upward in claim- 
ing the diminutive champion's suc- 
cessful defense of his crown. 


Steele Claims Was Strangled. 


"The hold he used was nothing 
but a cold-bloode strangle hold" 
declared Steele after the match. 
"He slipped one arm over my throat 
and held it there. Any time I pass 
out cold the way I did, I know it 
was a strangle. The referee was 
watching my shoulders instead of 
his arm " 


Londos admitted he was afraid 
the hold would be barred as a 
strangle, but said he had studied the 
rules carefully before using it. He 
declared 
he fiad not 
throttled 
Steele's windpipe from the front a 
hold barred by the rules, but had 
applied the pressure against the 
jugular vein, on the side. 


Greek Badly Stunned. 


The Greek revealed he was badly

stunned on three occasions—twice 
when Steele struck him under the 
heart and once when Ray dazed him 
with s blow to the chin, but the 
challenger failed to follow up his 
advantage. During the earlier stages 
the match went through the usual 
see-saw stages, with both men nar- 
rowly escaping defeat on several 
occasions. Steele's strength was im- 
pressive, but accomplished little ex- 
cept to wear out the vocal chords of 
his supporters.

Stock Exchange Again

NEW YORK, June 30—OP)—The 


New York stock exchange has modi- 
fied its method of checking up on 
bearish activities for the third time

On May 25 thi exchange request- 


ed its members to fill out a daily 
questionnaire, revealing the extent 
and iden y of the short interest 
Soon the questionnaire was modified 
so that merely the amount of short 
selling was shown, without showir 
the identity of the sellers. The ques- 
tionnaire was again 
* odified to 


eliminate 
duplications 
The ex- 
change now r-quests a weekly report 
instead of a daily report. 


While there has been no official 
comment as to reasons for these 
modifications, brokers interpreted 
the last move as indicating that the 
exchange officials ^ere satisfied 
that the short selling privilege was 
not being abused, or being used 
artificially to depress prices. Never- 
theless it appeared that they still 
wished to keep track of the extent 
of bearish activity. 


CONSTITUTION OF 
SPAIN PROPOSED 


/ 


Would Abolish Nobility, 


Give Vote to All and 
Religious Freedom. 


MADRID, June 30—(/P)—A 
pro- 


posed constitution providing for uni- 
versal suffrage, 
religious freedom 


and abolition of titles of nobility will 
be submitted to the newly elected 
national assembly when it convenes 
July 14 


"The preliminary draft, as formu- 
lated by a government commisST^ 
will first be passed on by the cabi- 
net, possibly this week. 
It stipulates that women shall be 


allowed to participate for the first 
time in the election of deputies, that 
all creeds will be allowed religious 
freedom and that the ancient dis- 
tinctions of aristocracy shall be no 
more. 
The Catholic church would 
become a "corporation" 
and 
the 


state would have no official religion 
Supreme authority would be vested 


in the republican government in 
Madrid 
although 
the 
provinces 
might organize for local adminis- 
trative purposes. The president would 
be elected for a term of six years by 
a majontv of the senate and lower 
house in joint session. 


The senate would be made up of 


240 members chosen equally among 
the "cultural, industrial and labor 
entitles," and the lower house would 
consist of 470 deputies elected by 
popular suffrage. 


Freedom of speech, of the press 
and of assembly would be guaran- 
teed. No member of the military, 
church or nobility could be elected 
to the presidency War could not be 
declared without the sanction of the 
assembly.

Occasionally it lappens that a 


child, appears to ha e a special dis- 
ability in a school subject which 
he nevertheless is required to take 
a->d which he must pass m order to 
make the nej grade. 
Unthinkable parents and ' :achers 


often make life miserable for such 
a child by causing him to feel 
sharply the responsibility for his 
failure, by comparing him to others 
who are making better records, and 
by constantly emphasizing in his 
mind the importance of a kind of 
success which seems impossible lor 
him. 
Often such seeming disability can 


be traced back to inhibiting fears 
connected with the child's first ex- 
perience with the subject. 


A sharp tongued teacl er who 
shamed him for a mistake or an 
impatient, over anxious parent may 
have effectively paralyzed his mind 
in relation to some one subject. 
In sue instances, a changed at- 


titude on the part of parents and 
teachers often serves to release the 
child from his fear. 


Where, however, th" disability is 


a genuine one, not conditioned by 
fear and failure, the best that can 
be done ftr the child is to help him 
to meet his difficulty in a realistic 
way, neither over nor undervaluing 
it. 


He should, of course, have the 
benefit of the most patient, skillful, 
and sympathetic help available 


He should not be permitted to 


feel that his success or failure in 
this one department 
fleets h i s 
standing in other ways. He should 
be made to realize that it is up to 
him to do his best and that, in all 
probability, that best will be good 
enough. 


His achievement sould be com- 
pared not to that of others, hut to 
his own past performance so that 
he may think in terms of improve- 
ment rather than of success or fail- 
ure.
